The trend in the vital statistics 
bears out the note of caution I sounded last year, The increase of 
one stillbirth doubled the »revious yeers rate and five infant deaths 
fo -wenea ian Iniant MOrvality rate Of 5l, end a perinatal rave of 
60, There were fewer births with a rate of 19.1 and fewer deaths 
with a rate of 13,9 The pattern of the causes of death followed that 
Of recent years with diseases of circulation and cancer predominating, 
Tt might not be inappropriate to draw attention to the results of 
recordings of atmospheric pollution to be found in this report, ‘The 
air we breathe is largely conditioned by the fuel we burn in our 
homes - it would seem to be a good preventive measure to consider 
implementing the Clear Air Act of 1956 in appropriate areas,

SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF ‘Tits 
ARTA 


Water Supply - The Urban District have their own water undertaking 
and the supply is obtained from a catchment area of some 170 acres 
of land owned and controlled by the Council. 


The surface wnter end woter from land springs is stored in a 20 
million gallon impounding reservoir, The catchnent ares is mainly moorland 
in character and is situated in the Norwich Urban District. 


The undertaking is adequate for the needs of the district <t the 
present time, and bulk supplies ave provided to the Adlington Urban 
District and to the Makerfield Water Board, All houses in the district 
ere provided with water from public mains. 


A total of 21 samples of water have been taken for bacteriological 
exomination. 


5 samples were taken from the raw water entering the Reservoir:- 


3 of these samples were satisfactory; 2 of the samples wer 
unsatisfactory. 


16 samples taken from the Distribution Mains, 15 of which were 
sctisfactory; 1 was unsatisf-ctory but this was found satisfactory on 
resompling,. 


Continuous chlorination is earried out to the water «s it enters 
into the sup..ly mains at the Council's Reservoir. 


No restrictions on use of water were enforced during 1966, 
Drainace and Severaze 


An additional 49 new dwellings have been connected into the sewer 
system and small extensions to the sewer system has been undertaken by 
the housing developers to enable the new dwelling to be connected into 
the existing sewer network. 


A section of new main sewer has been laid in Station Road and taken 
to the Uorwich U. D. C. treatment works and this ensbles the trade effluent 
to Messrs. Rivington Carpet Works dye vlant to be adequately treated. 


Public Cleonsing - There ere 1830 refuse bins to be emstied each 
week and a weekly collection has been maintained over the year with the 
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wool 
exception of oneagin July ond September when the workmen hed their annual 
holidays. Approximately 1800 tons of domestic refuse was collected and 
disposed of, 


Refuse bins for domestic properties are supplied by the Council as 
a charge on the rate fund. 


The refuse is disposed of by tipping in a disused mineral railway 
cutting which is being re~levelled and graded to adjoining field level. 


One refuse collecting vehicle of 2 dual tip type, heaving a 12 cu. yard 
body fitted, is used for refuse collection and three loaders and one driver 
are regulerly employed on this work, 


sanitary Inspections, during the yeor some 72 complaints rel:ting 
to sanitary matters including refuse collection were received, Throughout 
the year, 504 premises wore visited for all purposes, nine informal notices 
being served and four Statutory notices served,

Disinfestation - Two houses found to be infested by cockroaches were 
treated during the year. Disinfestation was carried out by spraying with 
D.D.T, having pyrethrom added and was found to be satisfactory. 


schools = There are three Junior and one Secondary Modern School in 
the district and the sanitery accommodation is adequate in numbers for 
the schools, At two Junior Schools the closet accommadation is detached 
from the school buildings and it is found during the winter months, the 
water supply to the flushing cisterns is prone to freezing, owing to their 
exposed position. 


At one of the Junior Schools, a new senitary block is now being 
attached to the main building which improves facilities and overcomes the 
problem of frozen pipes. 


Washing facilities are adequate at all the schools and meals for the 
school children are prepsred outside the district and brought to the schools 
in insulated containers,
